ther the Univerfity)and flatly denycd the Vice-chancellour 
leave to difiulye the Congregation, unlefle he would firſt 
promiſe thar the marter Ghoul be voted, as they required : 
Whercupon ſundry Members of that Senate, being obſer. 
ved to make uſe of that Statute-liberry and freedome ,
